_ Science has been making the age 
of the wotld 200,000,000 years, mere 
or less.

Speaking before the annual con- 
vention of the Western Canada Irrl- 
gation Association at Kamloops, B.C, 
James MéCaig, of the Alberta De- 
pattment of Agriculture, made the 


“prediction that the time would come 


when departments of Agriculture 
would go much farther than they now 
do in the matter of agricultural ed- 
ueation, 

“After the great days of the war” 
said Mr. McCaig, ‘the direct efforts 
of the department and Board of Ag- 
ricultural Education will double the 
grade of training which we now 
have for. the boys and girls in our 
agricultural schools, If I were in an 
irrigation district it would be my in- 
terest to gu to the minister and im- 
press upon him that when he starts 
a new school in an irrigation dis- 
trict it should be an irrigation edu- 
cation that is given at that school.”
